What would seem like a win for 
Ms. Catheryn Mavy was not what 
she wanted, but what she expected. 
Last Wednesday her challenge of a 
parking ticket was thrown out of 
court, effectively negating any fine. 

But, Ms. Mavy was in court to 
fight the laws and principles behind 
the ticket, not just the fine. She 
hoped to be found guilty so that she 
could take her fight against the fine 
scale to a higher court. 


She was encouraged by her trial j 
judge and has been advised to & 


begin gathering signatures for a 
petition. She and others, with par- 
king problems of their own, are 
preparing a petition to begin cir- 
culation this week. It is to be 
presented to the city council. It re- 
quests a lowering of parking fees 
raised in September by CSUS ad- 
ministrative recommendation. 

Parking at CSUS has become 
an annual historical dispute 
between administration, security 
and students. 

Many problems arise from 
ignorance of campus parking 
regulations. Because the city of 
Sacramento shares the fines levied 
on campus, students ten« to believe 
that campus parking regulations 
are the same as city regulations. 
While in general this is true, cam- 
pus parking has many personal 
refinements. 

It is physically more regimented 
— orange, black and green parking 
areas. Patrol times are different 
from the city’s. The fine schedule 
and payment for parking vary from 
the city’s. 

Students can obtain a copy of 
parking regulations from security. 
The pamphiet is short and free of 
charge. It includes a map of the 
college showing parking areas, the 


number of parking spaces in each 
area, and the areas’ parking 
designations. It also includes the 
procedures for handling such 
problems as being ticketed for er- 
roneously not having a parking 
sticker.

University of California 
President Charles Hitch has called 
upon Chancellor Meyer of U.C. 
Davis to “withdraw the Davis cam- 
pus policy” which “prevents em- 
ployees from supporting or op- 
posing legislation.” 

Hitch further requested that the 
Chancellor “make his policy con- 
form to mine, which related only to 
official representation of the 
University.” 

The motivating force behind 
Hitch’s action was Assem- 
blywoman March Fong who is 
chairperson of the Assembly Com- 
mittee on Employment and Public 
Employees. 

In a letter to President Hitch, 
Ms. Fong pointed out that the U.C. 
Davis Policy and Procedure 
Manual provision concerning 
“Communication of University 
staff with Governmental offices” 
has not set well with employees 
who feel that the directive “is coer- 
cive and intimidating in nature.” 

Several factors prompted Fong 
to take action. On Feb. 13, Fong 
received a letter from Paul Good- 
man, northern vice-president of the 
University Council, American 
Federation of Teachers, in which 
he stated, “The University of 
California is attempting to dis- 
courage and, indeed, intimidate the 
University employees from com- 


. municating with members of the 





ramento Bee. All were there to 
record the latest ina series of events 
that are going on across the nation. 

“The only thing I've seen naked 
out here so far is a couple of dogs,” 
said an impatient onlooker.

legislature, when acting in an unof- 
ficial capacity as citizens and as 
representatives of employee 
organizations such as the AFT...” 

Goodman went on to tell how 
several librarians had been spoken 
to by University lobbyist Jay 
Michael for lobbying in favor of 
bills AB 1412 and SB 1315. Asa 
result, the librarians have curtailed 
their political undertakings 
because they must report them to 
the President. 

Several employee organizations 
such as the California State Em- 
ployee Association, the American 
Federation of State Employees and 
the American Federation of 
Teachers feel that the Davis policy 
is an infringment on _ their 
members’ rights guaranteed by the 
Constitution. 

In closing, Fong expressed her 
own reasoning behind the action 
which she took: “In an age of 
Watergate, it is my firm belief that 
the legislature has a moral and 
ethical responsibility to protect the 
free flow of information from as 
many perspectives and points of 
view as may exist.”

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Disliked Hornet Coverage

Once again the Hornet has dis- 
torted the news! The issue in this 
case was the article in the Friday 
Hornet covering the Wednesday 
rally for John Gerassi. 


The first miscoverage was the 
Hornet's elimination of the names 
and organizations of three 
speakers at the rally. Chris Bender 
spoke for the Trade Union Club of 
the Peace and Freedom Party, Ab- 
has spoke from the Iranian 
Students Association, and Joe 
Furey, from the Economics 
Department, was a guest speaker. 


The second distortion was the 
extensive coverage of Farhang’s 
speech. Both Farhang and Unga 
Lee were asked to participate in the 
W.S.A. sponsored rally, and both 
refused repeatedly. Only at the last 
minute, during the rally, did 
Farhang consent to speak. The ex- 
tensive coverage given to this man 
who continuously refused to par- 
ticipate in a rally sponsored by 
Worker-Student Alliance  con- 
trasts sharply with the complete 
lack of coverage of Joe Furey's 
speech — which received much ap- 
plause and agreement from the 
audience 


Free 
Speech

I wish to direct my comments to 
the young man who feels that the 
military recruiters who come on 
campus are having their freedom of 
speech abridged.

A third distortion was the 
coverage of the Worker-Student 
Alliance representative’s speech. 
The Hornet never mentioned 
racism, which was the basis of my 
speech. Further, the Hornet at- 
tributed a line to my speech which | 
never uttered — W.S.A. did not get 
caught in the web of “quality 
education.”

As the Hornet ar- 
ticle illustrated, there is no free

However, I do 
think that one is looking in the 
wrong place if he tries to find per- 
sonal salvation in the martial arts 
much as it would be a mistake to 
look for salvation in football, for 
example.

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Seniors Rate High 
In Employment Survey

A segment of CSUS seniors 
rated advancement opportunities 
at the top among 21 factors 
preferred in a job situation, ac- 
cording to a recent survey con 
ducted by the CSUS Career 
Development and Placement 
Center. 

Employers, though, were more 
interested in seeking out applied 
arts candidates with qualities 
motivation and liberal arts can- 
didates with the ability to take 
directions. 

A total of 102 CSUS seniors 
and 44 prospective employers of 
the university's graduates took part 
in the survey, which should provide 
helpful information for the center 
in counseling jobs candidates 

Aside from chances 
promotion, the seniors ranked the 
next three important items they 
would prefer in a job as follows: 

Whether the job met their 
values 

Whether they would be given 
the opportunity to work with ideas 

Whether the salary was accep- 
table. 

Other considerations down the 
line the seniors showed preference 
were the stability of the job. 
independence it offered, retirement

training 


Survey officials had predicted 
high most of the 
preceding factors, but were sur- 
prised that seniors attached less im- 
portance to geographical location 
of the job, flexibility of working

Least important was flexibility 
of the dress code. When asked what 
were their expectations from the 
employer-employee relationships, 
the seniors rated honesty as the 
number one quality desired and 
dropped close supervision in the 
performance of the job to the bot- 
tom of the list. Between these ex- 
tremes. the seniors filled in trust, 
respect. recognition and general 
guidance from employer. 

As to what the seniors felt they 
could offer an employer, 
willingness to learn was rated first 
followed by socia! maturity, depen- 
dability, adaptability, good health 
and the ability to take suggestions. 
Other qualities mentioned were 


flexibility, dedication, integrity, 
concern for others, initiative, 
creativity, a broad educational 


back ground and a sense of humor 

The seniors felt that the main 
reason why people go to college 
were, in order of ranking, to get an 
education, a secured job or a job 
prgmotion. Other incentives were 
nothing else to do, influencing 
friends and family, gaining social 
status, helping the community, and 
enjoying campus activities 

Emplovers were faced witha list 
of 58 items in the questionnaire to 
rank the which they 
sought from prospective em- 
ployees. Despite the large choice 
and dealing with the liberal arts 
and applied students 
separately, employers came up 
with the same general group of 
characteristics among the top com- 
mon choices 

For applied arts candidates, 
employers preferred motivation, 
dependability, enthusiasm, 
willingness to learn, sincerity, 
initiative and confidence. Among 
liberal arts candidates, they felt the

and dependability. 

The qualities ranked lowest by 
employers of both divisions were 
the quality of soft spokenness, 
which stood at 28th on both lists.

ranked either 25th and 26th on 
both lists. 

Another surprising revelation 
in the study was found in 
stereotyped qualities which em- 
ployers supposedly seek in an em- 
ployee. They include punctuality, 
grooming and general appearance, 
all of which did not rise above the 
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12th place on the list. 

Dr. Willis Black, director of the 
Career Development and 
Placement Center here, 
commented that “the survey gives a 
much clearer view to both sides” 
and would help employee and em- 
ployer understand more “about 
each other's expectations.”

Mikado - Colorful Production

The Mikado performance by 
the CSUS Opera Workshop last 
Thursday evening was remarkably 
smooth for a first night. Few lines 
or cues were missed and some per- 
formances were excellent. One of 
these was William Gould’s, who as 
Ko-Ko, Lord High Executioner, 
delighted the audience. 

His sense of comedy and timing 
were excellent. The scene with 
Katisha, his aging would-be wife. 
where she stepped on his hand, 
agonizingly pinning him to the 
floor, while he protested his love 
for her, was very funny. 

He carried off the bicycle nding 
during the singing of “Here’s a 
how-de-do!” with ease, then sur- 
prised the audience by pedaling out 
on a tricycle. As they started to ap- 
plaud the actors, back they came 
with another rendition of the song 
while Ko-Ko, just barely perched 
on aneven smaller tricycle, pedaled 
through again 

When he sang, | did not feel that 
I was missing something important 
— like the songs’ lyrics. This, un- 
fortunately, did not hold true for 
every performer. Lovely-to-listen- 
to voices are not enough, if the 
audience cannot understand the 
lyrics. 

Katisha, played by Nancy 
Hunt, conveyed a sense of menac- 
ing power barely held within 
bounds. Part of the reason for this 
was effective costuming and make- 
up which lent reality to the Act 1, 
Finale, when she pointed with 
claw-like fingernails at Yum-Yum 
while singing to her, “Thy knell is 
rung.” 

Another reason had to be her 
fine singing voice. I had the op- 
portunity of hearing her sing that 
very song during rehearsal with a 
great deal of forceful power. So 
much so, it made me shiver. 
However, Thursday evening, I felt 
that was lacking, for reasons 
unknown to me. 







Gary Thompson played the part 
of Pooh-Bah, Lord High Everyth- 
ing Else. His pride and self-conse- 
quence were effectively blended 
with great ambition in a fine por- 
trayal by Thompson. 

Other actors included Giulie 
Baker whose pretty face and voice 
added the final touches to a fine 
performance as Yum-Yum; Gary 
Reynolds who as_ Pish-Tush 
showed a quiet authority and 
(three cheers!) had perfect diction 
while singing or speaking; David 
Rudat, playing Nanki-Poo, who 
did a fine job in his interchanges 
with Yum- Yum in the kissing scene 


and with Ko-Ko in the would-be 
suicide scene; and Michael Baad, 
convincingly playing the clever 
Mikado who thoroughly lost his 
dignity when he swatted a fly and 
ate it. 

To me, the orchestra was a well- 
balanced group which neither 
over-powered one another nor the 
singers. The Mikado, directed and 
conducted by William Fleck, as a 
whole showed that hard work and 
careful direction had gone into it. 
The set designer, Larry Klein, and 
costume designer, Richard 
Barulich, deserve much credit for 
the colorful production.

National Wildlife Week 
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Condor’s Future 
Still Uncertain

The California Condor used to 
inhabit a range from the northern 
part of Mexico to the Idaho por- 
tion of the Columbia River basin. 
Today, only about 34 of the birds 
are living in the Southern Califor- 
nia mountains. It is on the en 
dangered species list. 

Also known as the “Royal 
Vulture” or the “California 
Vulture”, the Condor mates for life 
and may live up to 75 years old. If 
its mate is kilied, the remaining 
partner will never mate again. The 
father also devotes himself to tak- 
ing on a full share of nursing the 
young until it leaves the nest at 
about two years old. 

The bird also distinguishes itself 
by bathing daily from March until 
the cold season — and only in 
clear, clean water! 

The majestic Condor has been 
mistreated and misunderstood by 
man probably since the first one 
was sighted. During the 1880's, 
prospectors hunted the Condor 
solely for its quills, which were 
hollowed out and used for gold 
dust purses. Ranchers also shot the 
bird because it was suspected of 
killing cattle. The condor, 
however, is totally a scavenger and 
eats only dead animals. 

With a wing span of nine to 11 
feet and a weight of 20 to 30 
pounds, the Condor has been 
clocked at speeds upto 55 miles per 





hour. [it is indeed a graceful sight to 
see, but in this fact lies one of the 
foremost problems facing the 
bird’s existance. 

The Condor seems to sense that 
man ts his only enemy. If the bird 
sees a man within half a mile of his 
feeding sight, he will never return 
to that area to feed. If a human is 
viewed within three-fourths of a 
mile of the bird's nesting sight, the 
parent-Condors will abandon the 
nest. Since the Condor only lays 
one egg every year, this is a serious 
deterent to the | Condor’s 
population growth 

Although Condors are oc- 
casionally shot today for sport, a 
person caught harming a Condor 
or its nest faces a $500 fine, though 
only one person has been fined to 
date. Until the bird was protected, 
ranchers poisoned Condors 
unintentionally by putting out 
poisoned ammai carcasses to kill 
predators 

There are currently three Con- 
dor refuges in California and there 
seems to be hope among naturalists 
that the Condor population is on 
the rise, though it is hard to deter- 
mine 

Though the dark bird with the 
bald head is anything but beautiful, 
it makes up for this with its 
graceful ness and majestic stature. 
Let us hope that as the theme of 
this National Wildlife Week states, 
we do care about endangered 
species and that the Condor will 
remain on this earth. If not, we will 
all lose a very special and precious 
creature.

Bill Of Rights Revision

Most students will be surprised 
to learn that Ombudsman Jim 
Holden has written a draft for a 
new Student Bill of Rights. Not 
surprised that he has written the 
draft, but that there was an old 
Student Bill of Rights. 

Copies of the new draft and the 
old dill have been sent to Student 
Senate Chair Dean Garnson and 
Student Affairs Committee Chair 
Peg McKoane and they together 
with Dave Perrault, assistant to the 
dean of students, are organizing a 
committee to review and revise the 
draft before presenting it to 
President Bond for approval. 


The old document, compiled in 
1970, states that every student shall 
receive a copy of the bill upon en- 
trance to the university. As this has 
not been done for some time, that 
section has been changed to state 
that it is the student's responsibility 
to obtain a copy 


Another provision, which 
remains the same, requires instruc- 
tors to inform students of exactly 
what will be required (papers, 
quizzes, exams, etc.) ineach course 
prior to the final (without penalty) 
add-drop date. 


This provision is not currently 
being enforced.

Mavy says, “I can’t have a par- 
king sticker until I register.” There 
are not enough meters or coin lot 
spaces open for all the late regis- 
trants. “You might as well park in 
the President's parking place... You 
are going to get a ticket anyway.” 

Mavy is continuing her fight in 
court both to dramatize parking 
problems on campus as well as to 
force some official ruling on them.
